SHORT LIFE FOR SKYSCRAPERS? 
Structurally the ^M*eat American sky­ 
scrapers would prob ab ly last a thousand 
years, b ut “actually their end will come 
perhaps sooner than we think,” said Wil­ 
liam Orr Ludlow, himself a designer of 
tall b uildings, b efore the New York chap­ 
ter of the American Institute of Archi­ 
tects. 
Ob solescence 
is 
the 
principal 
enemy of lofty office and hotel struc­ 
tures. They must v anish when they cease 
to b e profitab le commercially. 
New inv entions for comfort and con­ 
v enience are chief among 
the 
factors 
which wili make skyscrapers unprofitab le 
within fifty or sev enty-fiv e years, 
Mr. 
Ludlow says. 
Other forces will b e de­ 
centralization, or the spreading out of the 
])opulation horizontally (a threat to the 
great cities has b een impressing) ; the 
airplane; new b usiness methods making 
quick personal contacts less necessary; 
new ideas regarding sunlight and air con­ 
ditioning; new 
styles 
of 
architecture; 
new and cheaper methods and materials 
of construction and constant and rapid 
change of the character of occupancy of 
neighb orhoods. 
“Almost any of these causes,” Mr. Lud­ 
low says, “may destroy the usefulness of 
our 
present 
skyscrapers. 
Commercial 
b uildings erected fifty years ago not only 
look antiquated, b ut, b ecause they lack 
the conv eniences neighb orhoods, are anti­ 
quated. 
The 
commercial 
b uildings 
of 
sev enty-fiv e years ago hav e almost disap­ 
peared and the few that remain are lia­ 
b ilities. 
New gadgets, new styles, new 
methods, new things for conv enience and 
comfort are coming faster than they did 
fifty or sev enty-fiv e years ago. 
Ob so­ 
lescence will come ev en quicker than for­ 
merly.” 
Tenants, Mr. Ludlow says, 
will 
do 
“just exactly what they 
hav e 
always 
done. 
They wili forsake old b uildings 
for new, partly b ecause the character of 
the neighb orhood has changed, partly b e­ 
cause they want the latest conv eniences 
and partly b ecause ev ery one takes a new 
thing for an old if the price is the same.” 
Into the whole cost of great modern 
b uildings such as the Empire State and 
Chrysler b uildings in New York is taken 
the estimated profitab le life of the struc­ 
ture. 
Owners 
and 
operators 
of lofty 
b uildings 
understand 
that 
howev er 
modernly appointed they are when they 
are completed they 
must 
yield to the 
march of progress and steadily b ecome 
outmoded. 
New York and Chicago hav e 
great b uildings whicli are not b ringing in 
the returns necessary to their continuing 
success. 
Ab out the country are small 
towns 
which hav e skyscrapers they cannot af­ 
ford. 
They were 
erected 
when times 
were flush and it was smart to hav e tall 
b uildings. 
The operating losses on b uild­ 
ings which are unnecessary are shared b y 
whole communities: the whole b urden is 
not upon owners and (iporators. ^lany an 
American town 
ov erb uilt 
twelv e years 
ago. 
Some of the showy office b uildings 
will nev er pay. 
They represent spending 
which should not hav e b een made. 
There is no question that the process 
of 
ilecenlralization, is 
going 
forward 
steadily in the United Slates. 
The great 
centei's are alarmed. They expect the rest 
of the country to keep them off the 
rocks. 
In their b ehalf the federal gov - 
ernt has b een 
spending 
the 
people’s 
money 
prodigally. 
Greatly 
improv ed 
transportation, the sjireading networks of 
power utilitit>s and the gift 
of 
modern

population do not influence the rest of 
the country as they hav e b een influenc­ 
ing it >inee the turn of the century.

of the German spirit through the Nazi 
preaching and leadership. 
The Sleeping Beauty is apparently the 
first of the tales to engage the attention 
of the German Bowdlers. 
The wicked 
gnomes and trolls who b rought ab out the 
enchantment of 
the 
princess 
are the 
enemy peoples 
surrounding 
the reich. 
again princes 
hav e come 
to 
the castle 
where the princess sleeps and hav e en­ 
deav ored all in v ain to b reak the spell 
which suspend the animation of the in­ 
mates long ago. 
The chief cook still 
stands with upraised palm, ab out to b ox 
the scullion’s ears, hurrying maids are 
petrified in their tracks. 
But now comes 
along the true predestined knight whose 
kiss shall waken the princes.s and start 
the whole machinery of the castle into 
life, ev en to the resounding thwack with 
which the chief cook finishes the b uffet 
interrupted so long ago. 
And who is the 
knight 
so weaiily 
awaited? 
Who b ut the All Highest of 
the new era, the 
fuehrer, 
the reichs- 
kanzler, Adolf Hitler. 
The fuehrer is a 
b achelor and presumab ly not an adept at 
what Francis WTlson in “Erminie” used 
to call “the chaste salute,” b ut no mat­ 
ter if it is maladroit so long as it wakens 
the princess; 
no 
matter if she sneezes 
when that prickly mustache is pressed 
under her pretty nose so long as it b rings 
her up standing, a lov ely b reathing crea­ 
ture. 
We shall look forward impatiently to 
the appearance of a fully illustrated edi­ 
tion of the new Grimm in the b ook stores. 
W^e shall b e eager to see what the editors 
hav e done with the tale of Blueb eard, for 
we think that there they may hav e ap- 
jM'oached their task with mixed feelings. 
Some, recalling the tragical occurrences 
of last June, may b e inclined to represent 
Chancellor Hitler in the part of the pro­ 
tagonist and h^rau v on Schleicher as one 
of the too curious, disob edient wiv es. But 
we imagine that the fuehrer will frown 
upon any suggestion. The b ook must still 
b e a collection of fairy tales and there 
was nothing fairy-like ab out the taking 
off of Frau v on Schleicher.
